Norwegian Vessels Attacked OF

Washington, June 17.—German sub-
marines operating ninety miles off
the Virginia const have sunk two Nor-
weglan vegaels, the Kringsjad and the
bark Samoa. The crew of the Samoa
has been Ianded at Norfolk, while an
American warship pleked up the com.
plement of the ship and ig bringing
thom to an Atlantic port, |
